ALLEGED CASHIER KNEW OF CONDITION 


Woman 
Depositor 
Testifies— 
Soto, 
Mo., 
Milliner Says 
Her 
Money W as Readily Accept- 
ed Just Prior to End.

Hillsboro, Mo., Jan. 19.—The first 
day of the trial of It. B. Munroe, the 
De Soto banker, under indictment on 
a charge of receiving deposits when 
he knew the bank was insolvent, be­ 
fore Judge E. M. Dearing in the cir­ 
cuit court, revealed that the state’s 
attorney would make an 
effort 
to 
prove that the Jefferson County bank 
ot De Soto, of which Munroe was as­ 
sistant cashier, was insolvent for sev­ 
eral months prior to its closing, April 
9, 1915, and that this was known to 
Munroe. 
The jury selected to hear the case 
follows: 
J. P. Hillman, Henry Doney, 
Robert Paul, W. V. Blank, A. G. Gra­ 
ham, Jacob Highland, 
all 
farmers: 
Charles S. Booth, farmer and attor­ 
ney; Floyd Dixon, barber; A. F. Slaw- 
son, hardware; Fred Schiebel, printer- 
merchant; John Couch, railroad shop 
workman, and Oscar Edwards, stock­ 
man. 
The Jefferson County bank, a pri­ 
vate 
institution, 
owned by Oti< B 
Munroe, ceased business on the death 
of the owner. It had about $120,000 in 
deposits. 
Rumors that the bank would be un 
able to pay in full caused an investi­ 
gation by a grand jury and five in­ 
dictments were found against R. B. 
Munroe, who was virtually in charge 
of the bank for a year prior to his 
father’s death. 
II. R. Dooley, of St. Louis, a national 
bank examiner, formerly a state ex­ 
aminer, was the 
principal 
witness. 
His evidence revealed that $8,000 of 
bonds in the Southern Traction Com 
puny of Illinois were listed by the 
bank at par when they were virtually 
worthless, or were at the time of his 
last examination, January 23, prior tc 
the closing of the bank. 
Dooley 
also 
testified that he re 
monstrated with R. B. Munroe and 
with 
his 
father, O. B. Munroe, be 
cause the bank carried a large amount 
in notes that were past due, on soon 
(if which the interest was past due. 
Reading from his report to the state 
bank commissioner, he testified that 
lie had made the objections in his re­ 
port. 
Clyde Williams, chief 
counsel 
for 
Munroe, elicited the statem ent from 
Dooley 
that 
such 
objections were 
often made in reports 
of 
perfectly 
solvent banks. 
The most important ruling made b\ 
Judge Dearing wars in favor of the 
state when he confined the testimony 
as to the solvency of the bank alone 
and excluded testimony as to the sol­ 
vency of the estate of O. B. Munroe. 
Miss Rate Miner, a De Soto milliner, 
was put on the stand to prove that 
young Monroe had accepted deposits 
from her only a few days before iii 
bank closed. 
Harry Brown, a former clerk in the 
bank, testified that It. B. Munroe was 
n 
charge 
of the Jefferson County 
bank more than a year prior to its 
closing. 
He 
said 
that 
while It. IV 
Munroe did the clerical work he re 
reived most of his orders from his 
father. 
Claude Eaton, state bank examiner, 
testified .that April 29, 1915, shortly 
after the closing of the bank, he was 
sent to De Soto by the deputy state 
bank commissioner to investigate the 
bank, but about the time he got start 
cd he was stopped by a message from 
the bank commissioner’s office tell 
ing him that it had been found that 
the department had no authority to 
act in the case of a private bank and 
the m atter must be left in the hand> 
of the administrators. 
J. L. Hornsby, a St. Louis attorney 
and R. B. Munroe are the adm inistra­ 
tors. 
IL B. Jones, cashier of the People’s 
bank of De Soto, one of the appraisers 
of the estate, was put on the stand 
shortly before adjournment and will 
be the first witness called tomorrow. 
His testimony so far has shown only 
that R. B. Munroe was in change of 
the bank for more than a year before 
its close. Jones was one of the prin­ 
cipal witnesses before the grand jury 
that returned the indictments. 


New York, Jan. 19.—Mrs. Margaret 
ll. Sanger, editor 
of 
the 
Woman 
Rebel and advocate of birth control, 
faced Judge Clayton as her ow\i attor­ 
ney in the United States district court 
yesterday and demanded an immedi­ 
ate trial upon the charge of putting 
“obscene and indecent m atter” in the 
mails. 
The court room was crowded with 
many prominent persons interested in 
the subject, some wearing spectacular 
flowing 
neckties 
and 
uncontrolled 
hair. 
, 
After the demand of Mrs. Sanger, 
Assistant United States District At­ 
torney Content interposed: 
“Your 
honor, 
we 
cannot 
create 
.judges and juries out of nothing and 
we don’t see how the government can 
reasonably proceed now.” 
In answer to Mrs. Sanger, Judge 
Clayton said: 
“Madame, I should like very much 
to enter on this trial at an early date, 
but conditions are such that I must 
accede to the request of the govern­ 
ment and shall put it over until Jan­ 
uary 24. 
We have just entered upon 
a long case which w ill consume at J 
least two weeks, so that circumstances j 
not within the court's 
control, 
nor 
within yours, prevent me from grant­ 
ing your request.” 
Mrs. Sanger, who had remained on 
her feet, protested' 
“But, your honor, if anything hap 
pens that the case can’t come to trial 
un that day, what will be the result?” 
“The government,” Content assured 
the court, “is fully prepared to take 
care of Mrs. Sanger’s interests and 
see that her rights are preserved. 
I 
promise to notify her by telephone the 
exact date that we can proceed.” 
“And if I am here,” Judge Clayton 
assured 
the 
defendant, “full justice 
• hall be done. 
I shall accord to the 
lefendant her full rights.” 
Mrs. Sanger had this to say to the 
reporters: 
“I depend upon the chivalry of men, 
if not upon the justice of the law, to 
acquit me.
